FLORIDA DISASTER 
22NP OF ITS KIND 


New York, Sept. 20.—The hurricane 
which swept southeastern Florida on 
Saturday was the twenty-second dis- 
aster of its kind since the storm which 
swept the southern states in 1884. 

While the death toll may not be 
as great as that of the Galveston 
hurricane in 1900, the property dam- 
age is Velieved to be greater. This 
is the fourth disastrous storm to visit 
Florida in less than a year, On April 
1925, five were Killed in Miami, 
December 1, 1925, seventy were kill- 
ed in Tampa and Miami suffered 
much property damage, July 26, 1926, 
seventy were killed and great damage 
done to property by a hurricane which 
swept up from the Bahamas, The Gal- 
veston hurricane of 1900 was the 
worst storm that ever struck any part 
of the United States. Three thous- 
and people were killed, four thou- 
sand shore front buildings were de- 
stroyed by a tidal wave, railroads were 
crippled and famine came close. 
the dead 1200 were washed ashore at 
Virginia point. 

In the Johnston flood of May 31, 
1889, 2,209 lives were lost. In 1913 
the floods of Ohio and Indiana claim- 
ed 732 lives, while those of Texas 
killed 500. 

In none of the great catastrophies | 
of wind and water in this country has 
the property damage approached that 
indicated in Florida, where millions 
of dollars had been invested in pre- 
tentious buildings and real estate de- 
velopment.

In Saskatchewan fair progress was 
made with threshing in the central 
areas, althongh snow interfered in 
the northern sections. The grain is 
fully up to expectations both as to 
yield and grade. Sprouting is not so 
extensive as in Manitoba. 

In Alberta rain and snow held up 
harvesting operations generally. Good 
drying weather is needed now. At the 
present 90 to 100 per cent of cutting 
has been done on the Maple Creel, 
Trricana, Coronation and Wetaskiwin 
subdivisions, and $0 to 90 per cent 
on the Taber, Coutts, Aldersyde, Suf 
field and Brooks subdivisions. The 
remaining subdivisions report from 60 
to 75 per cent of the crop cut, The 
Red Deer subdivision is the exception 
and only 35 per cent of the wheat and 
20 per cent of the coarse grains is 
cut. The rains caused some of the 
grain to grow in the stook but re- 
ports of sprouting have been exagger- 
ated. Much of the grain should be 
recovered if present weather condi- 
tions continue. There should be a 
full average crop or better throughout 
the province. There is an abundance 
of fall feed and pasture coupled with 
a strong demand for fat eattlé, The 
farmers are breaking a large acreag 
of new land in the northern part of 
the province, far 
years. 

British Columbia reports wet cold 
weather with snow in certain dis 
tricts. The apple and vegetable crops 
are being harvested and are showing 
up well. The apples are of good size 
and color and preliminary estimates 
of the yield are likely to be exceeded, 
The shortage of farm labor {s_ still 
being felt in all districts,

It is a significant fact that an Alpine 
garden dooes not contain any noxious 
weeds, The higher we climb toward 
the mountain top, the freer we be- 
come of stinging, foul-smelling, thorny 
plant life.

This is all suggestive of the finest 
pleasures, which are to be found in 
the development of our highest na- 
ture.

Several years ago, a young fresh- 
man who was entering Harvard uni- 
versity, strolled into the museum and 
gazed in wonder at what he saw there. 
It was the opening of a new world 
to him, and hungry for knowledge, 
he handled specimen after specimen, 
wishing that he knew mor3 about 
them, yet too self-conscious to ask 
questions. Suddenly he was surpris- 
ed to find a kindly old man stoxding 
beside him who had been observing 
his great interest in the fossils dis- 
played, “They are my pets,” he said, 
“may IT tell you about them?” Then 
he began to speak about the relics 
with a knowledge that staggered the 
youth, 

He lifted a trilobite and reminded 
the lad that it was old when Abra- 
ham left Ur of the Chaldees and !ong 
before Grecian civilization had its 
birth. From one object he passed to 
another and everything he touched 
seemed to kindle his enthusiasm and 
stir his imagination. Encouraged by 
his friendliness the freshman began 
to ask questions, most of which 
doubtless were foolish, but every one 
of which the old man answered with 
infinite patience and sympathy. At 
last some one called him away and 
the wondering youth asked a guide if 
he knew who the old man was. “Oh, 
yes,” said the guide, “that is Agassiz.” 

Louis Agassiz ranked as one of the 
most eminent naturalists of the nine- 
teenth century. For many years he 
was Professor of Geology and Zoolo-
